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A True Reprefentation of the State of the Exgijb Nation under 
the Dutch. ,

SIR, 

Ours of the firſt of May came fGafe, by 

which you have exaCted a Task from 
me, which I fear I ſhall not be able to pers 
form aniwerable to - your expectation. 
Howerer I will not decline giving you thre 
beſt atisfaQtion I am able; and this ſo 
much the rather, becauſc I have of late 
had ſome Conferences with the moſt Ju- 
dicious M:n of the Nation, and ſome op- 
portunity of entring into the very ſecrets 
of the Cabal, which have bren ſo indultri- 
ouſly concealed, even from our Kepreſen- 
tatives. 

As to the firſt queſtion, what was the 
defizn of the late Parliament, begnn Feb. 
23.1688. to Vote a taking mts conſideration 
the State of the Nation, and what obſtructed 
their progc:dings thereupon;z and how it 
comes to paſs that nothing hath been pro» 
poſed, till of late, on that head, in this Par- 
liament : I ſhall Aniwes it in few Words. 

As tothe deſign of the Houſe, many ho- 
neſt Men, no doubt, inte:ded (what you 
mention) 'an impartial E qui-y into the 
Tranſa&ions of the laſt Summer, aud the 
preſent Grirvances we lie under, but thz 
Major part intended nothing leis; all their 
defign was te get Macy to ſupport the 
pret- ut Government, that it might ſapport 
them ; and theretore to induce the Country 
more readily to ſubmit to the moſt heavy 
buthen of Taxes, they were picalcd to lecrm 


to allow that an Enquiry ſhould be made 
into the publick Reyenue, how it had been 


expended, and who were chargeable with __ 


the ill Conduck and Succeſs of our Aﬀairs, 
both by Sea, andin Jreland; but neither the 
Government, nor they, as I faid, ever in» 
teaded either. 

For as to the Exeaces; the accounts 
were given in fo general, ſo extravagant, 
and ſo uncircumſtantiated, that a very ju- 
dicious Member of the Houſe told me, he 
bluſhed to ſee their impudence in off-ring 
them. A further ſccutiny was expected, 
but to divert that, ſome miſcarriages 
were acknowledzed, and Sir Richard Hade 
deck, and Comitlary Shales were expoſed, 
but without intention, as we ſee, of ever - 
letting them come to a fair Tryal, and 
when the Money Bills were perfected, and 
it was but whiſpered in Parliament, that 
other Perſons, and- Miſcarriages, were to 
be irquired into, there followed a: precipi= 
tate Prorogation, to ſhew that Money had 
been the ſole buſineſs to be effected ; and 
the queſtioning ſome grrat Men (amongſt 
whom-the State Gayi/ton in Holland might 
have been one) was 2 galling ſore, which 
was not by any means tobe touched, 

It is now obvious that the getting of 
more Money, was the primary, inducement 
to the diſſolving of that Parljament, for it 
being _ that no more- Mills could be 
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got from-that Teat, a topping Lord adviſed 
the tryal of another, and undertook that a 
Church of Eng/and Parliament would give 
down a freſh, as much as could be expected, 
and it appears that his Lor0ſhip was not 
miſtaken. 

. As to the other part ofthe queſtion, how 
it comes to paſs that there haih been no 
farther progreſs made in that affair by this 
Parliament, all the reaſon 1 can give is, be- 
canſe they are more intent upon' ſecuring 
their King, fince he appears cordial to our 
Church's Intereit, than they are for the eaſe 
of the Subjects. 

However, after they have voted the bleed- 
ing of the Natior, even to its (wounding, 
they are picaied to caſt fome cgld Water 

pon it, by a Vote of April, for a Bill to 
enable C:mmiſſ;eners to rake an Account of all 

Publick Montes, ſince the 5th. of Novemiler, 
1688. But fince they bad ſo near fiviſhed 
the Supplies, c'er this was moved, it looks 
like givinga Cordial after a mortal! Wcund, 
and can be of little ufe now, but to haften 
their difmifſion into the Country, to be the 
Executioner of thoſe they have tentenced to 
bleed almoft to the laſt Ounce. 

' As to your ſecond defire of having my ſen e 
ot the condition. of the Nation ; Since nei- 
ther of our Repreſentatives (through a time- 
rous, or time-ſerving Spirit) have entred 
upon a diſquifition of the #rve ſtate of the 
Nation, whi'ft they might have done it, 
that is, before their Money Bills were paſled; 
F ſhall with as much brevity, as a matter of 
fuch importance will allow, give you ſuch a 
Repreſentation of it, as may ſerve to awaken 
vs out of this wonderful Lethargy, with 

- Which we are opprefled, fo that we ſeem 
to have no ſenſe of the preſent, or infinitely 
greater Miſeries which are rolling down 
upon us, 


The Matters I ſhall treat of ſhall be re- 
duced to theſe following Heads : 


Firft, The State of our Trade, 

Secondly, The Condition of eur Country. 

Thirdly, The Poſture of our Military Farces 
both by Sea and Land. 

Fourthly, The anicertain State of our Re- 
digion. 
Laſtly, Some Confideragions about the Go- 
vernmens, 


In ſetting down the State of the Nation 
in theſe particulars, I ſhall, with all plain- 
neſs and impartiality, ſhew in what con- 
dition we were before this Revolution, to 
to what tliis Government hath brought vs, 
andto what it is yet likely to bring us far- 
ther, ifit go on as hitherto it hath done, 


Firſt, then, as to Trade. 


I call to Witneſs the whele Trading Part 
of the Nation, however affcCtcd, and pars 
ticularly that of this great City, both at the 
Exchange, Cuſtom Honſe, and, with their 
Lordſhips leave, at the Treaſury too, it to 
the very laft year of the lait Reign, there 
was not more Merchand:ze exported, and 
imported, than had been in the memory of 
Min: For the vericſt Enemies of King 
Zames contels, that he was more iatent upon 
the advancement of Trade than any ot his 
Predecefſors : To this he had the greateft 
regard in his Negotiations abroad, and in 
his Councils at home 3 Witneſs his Care and 
Induftry in breaking the Wooll:n Minu- 
facture, which fome of his Diſſenteng Sub 
jets, who fled from England for tear ot Per- 
{ecution in the beginning of bis Reign, had 
begun to fet up at Lewarden, in Friefland, 
and Lunenburgh, notwithſtanding all the 
inccuragements were cffcred to them in 
thoſe Countries, of Houſes gratis, a fund of 
20 or 30000 /. and that ſuch progreſs was 
made in it, that near upon 40 Looms were 
daily kept at work ; which great Work he 
eff:Cted by promiſing Pardon, and Liberty 
ot Conſcience, 

For the ſake of promoting Trade, he 
wouid not enter into the Confederates 
League, nor hearken to the overtures of 
Fraiice, hoping by (uch a Neutrality to put 
the meſt part of the Trade of Erope into 
the Hands of his own Subjects. 

For the ſake of this hc, in the mean time, 
made thoſe Acts of Grace and Indulgence 
to all his own Diſcontented and Diflſenting 
Subjects, that they might be able and wil- 
ling to- undertake fo great a Traffick, (by 
having uvited Intereits, notwithſtanding 
divei fity of Opivions,) and a laſting enfu- 
rance of a quiet enjo) ment cf what they got 
tO themſelves and Families, 

For the ſake of this, a Scheme was drawn 
about Auguſt. 1588. of a farther improve- 
ment of Traffick ig his Kingdoms of Ame- 
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r::4, applicable to other places, whereby 
our Merchants would have heen able to un» 
deriet all theic Rivals in Eurgpz, 

Laiily, For the ſike of this, he ruined 
and facri;icet all that was dear to him ; far 
here'y he enriched ths ill-aff-Cted part ofthis 
Subject; ageinit himiclf, and madz the reit 
wanton: He made the Dutch jealons, and 
enviouz, and in {nite of their Avarice con- 
tribute to that fatal Expzdition. So that 
while thoſe of King F uwnzs's Religion look 
vpoa him as a Martyr for that, the Trading 
Part of the Nation onght to look upon his 
ſuffi rings as the effc& of his endeavours to 
enich them, 

E1 this happy and hopeful way of thriving 
wa; the Trade of the Nation found at the 
beginning of our Change: How hath it 
been improved 2 How preſerved 2 Some 
indeed were made believe, that all would 
have been bettered by the Changez that 
the Dutch Fleet and on-:s joyning together, 
we ihou!d both have carried on the ſame 
common Intereſt; commanded the Seas 
and Traffick together : But by the ſequel 
it appears this was only ſ1ggeſted, to make 
the crednlous Merchants advance the Loan 
of 3 or 400000 /. tu ſettlethe new Govern» 

ent, Some tf the molt eminent Citizens 
were ſo covfi lent of the Truth of this hap- 
py Conjauaction, that one of them tol4 me, 
ſuch effettual care would be taken te depreſs 
the Power of Fcancs, that a Cock-Brat of 
theirs ſhould not paſs witho1t a Licence : So 
that if King James m2ant to return it muſt 
be in M ;jJle-ſh:{ts. 

But this was reckoning without their 

. Hyit, Tar Datch, as cordial as they were, 
&i:1 not intend to part with th:ir advantage 
fo. It was enough that they had ſaved our 
Religion and Property for us, and fent us a 
Kiag after our own Heart, who ſhould do 
our bafineſs tor uz at hom2:, b:fore we ven- 
tured abroad: Accordingly, having got 
poſizii>a of our Pocts, Magazines, Stores, 
and Navy, well fitted and prepared to his 
hand, and thz Land Focces all yielding to 
him, The fi:ſt thing he did was a work of 
Retaliation, and G-atitude, to furniſh them 
who had helpt to ſet out him: The Datch 
M-rchants therefore had very ſufficient Con- 
voys, outward and inward, by which means 
they got the firſt Markets for (ale of all 
theis own Coammaiditiesz as alſo the pre+ 


emption,- or fore« ſtalling, if wot the Meno-- 
poly, or ſole buying of all Forreign ones 2 
They have alſo got a free Trade into all 
Factories and Plantations abroad, (a matter 
of highett importance and dangerous can- 
ſequence for the future,) and are letting in 
the Spaniards allo tor a thare into our H//e+ 
Indies, upon very goo4 confiderations for 
themlelvesz witneſs the Negotiation here -. 
of Din Caſtiliano, under pretence of furniſh- 
ing Jamaica, formerly belonging to Spaing 
and other our Plantations with Negroes. 

In the interim, our outward bound 
Veſſels lay halling and at Anchor in the 
River, and all other Ports, all the laft year, 
for want of Convoys, or by Embargo's, or 
ſtripping them of their Seamen, whereby 
above two M:llions of our Commodities, to 
the no {mall loſs of the Merchants, were 
{tayed in the River, and Port of London on» 
ly, befades the like damage, from the ſame 
Cauſes, in other Ports of the Kingdom. 

And it is too well known, that after a 
tedious and endamaging expectation, all 
the Merchant Ships which could be made 
ready, in hopes of a ſafe Convoy in Com- 
pany of the Q,_of Sparn, to the number of 
490, ſome while b:tore her Voyage, ſuffe« 
ied infitite damages by an Hurricane on 
the 11zh. of Fanyary, 1637. to the value, 
as fume compute, of half a M-llion more, 
befides the lots of near upon a ſcore of Mer- 
chant Ships, and fume hundreds of Seamen 
waſhed up 01 th: K-ntzſh ſhore, It may 
eahily be conceived how chargeable the very; 
reficting again of the Merchant Ships, the 
ſupply of freſh Gods and M:n have been; 
yet after their Voyage under  Convoys with 
the Q_of Spain, another moſt violent Hur- 
ricane hath ſhatter'd them near the Groin 
to that degree, beixdes the loſs of more then 
as yet can be known, or is fit to own, that 
the Merchants will in the- upſhor find a 
very ſad account of this adventure; if they 
miſs the French in their going, or returning. 

If there only were a ſuſpenſion of Trade 
for a while, there were ſome plea for Pa-« 
tience and Hope, but the miſchief is as 
deſperate for the future, as it isirrecoverable 
for the paſt: For, Firft, the French have 
giver 23 a coup d Eſſay, a foretaſt of what 
we maſt e this year, by what they 
have done the laſt. lt is notoriouſly known, 


and too ſmartingly felt, that they have 
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taken in our own Seas, in the S:reighes, and 
elſewhere, fince the War began, near upon 
3-Millions worth of our Merchandrze, with 
above 40> Veſlels, and 3oco Seamen, and 
are now in Conjunction with the A/gerines 
to (cize our Ships iv Foreign Ports ; they 
are upon the matter Lords of our own Seas; 
and by Diſafters, Storms , ard Surprize, 
we want near upon 15 of our Men of War 
we had in King ZFamcs's time, and we hear 
of no new cnes built, but are put to the 
pitiful ſhift of fitting Merchant Men,which 
now want Trafick, to be Men of War. 
The Seamen, that uſe to be impluyed by 
our Merchants, have been often taken out 
of their Ships, for the uſe of Men of War 
of this new rate, when it was found after 
long beating up of Drums for the new Ma- 
rine Regiments, that none came in. but 
ſuch as would make the Black-Guard lyok 
thin by Torch light. A cruel method hath 
been taken of Prefling men, even ſuch as 
the Law exempts, and with that rigour, and 
fo contrary to the Statutes, and with ſuch 
reluctancy of thoſe Prefſed, that the Round- 
houſes in the City, and Priſons in the Coun+ 
try bave been, for ſome Months, continually 
filled with them, and as one company was 
tranſported, others have been ſeized and 
ſecured; neither have W/m eſcaped, to 
be made Laundreſſes and Nurſes; yet the 
Parliament hath taken no notice, to give 
a ſtop to ſuch Tyrannical and Arbitrary 
Proceedings z only upon complaint of the 
Earl.of Carnarvan, April 24. of the rudeneſs 
and inſolence of one Preſ:-M.ſter , who 
feized an Old Man, above 6o years of age, in 
the Boat his Lordſhip was coming in from 
Gremewich, and threatned to do the like to 
his Lordſhip: The Lords orde1ed the O!d 
Man to be ſet at liberty, and the Prefs- 
Maftcr taken into Cutiody, but procceded 
no farther to have the abuſes in general reCti- 
fled : However, this unwillingneſs to go 
without Compulſion, is a certain fign how 
little zeal the very Mobile have now to the 
Cauſe, and how ſmall Service can be ex- 
peRted from them; though this Kidnap- 
ping will contribute to the general Defign 
of weakening the Nation, of which I ſhall 
have occaſion to Write more fully here- 
after, Upon the whole, we can fee little 
hopes of our own abilities alone, where by 
.weſhall beable to keep our ſelyes from. being 


Priſorrs in ou Iſland, and leſs from the 
Dutch aſſiſtance: Where then is the pro- 
ſpet of recovery ? Certainly not (o long 
as the War with Frence doth laſt. 

But, Secondly, fuppoſe that War ended, 
2nd the French humbled to our wiſh, we 
ſhall Kill have the Dutch to deal with : They 
have been always our Rivals, and are now 
cur Maſters. Do we think they will ever 
let us get up again, or re-enter into that 
Univerſal Trade which they have occupyed 
during om Ceffation ? It is their Intereſt 
(and thez know it and loveit too) that the 
Prenchb ſhould drain us as thry do. A Man 
would think there were very good Intelli= 
gence between them; we hear of very little 
harm they do each other, cither by Land 
or Seaz and I believe they will not tall out 
into any greater Hoftilities on our account z 
they have dealt tairly hitherto,” and vpon 
the ſquare, the Dazch have our Trade, and 
the Frencbour Ships and men : Iudeed they 
have no great ground for a Qarrel, nor 
ever had of their own 3; but thcy have great 
motives to keep it up, now it is begun, at 
our charge. When we are quite undone, 
and brcught as low at Sea, as the French 
were ſome years ago, then indeed the Dwch 
and they may fall out in earneft, and be as 
troubleſome to each other as we and the 
Dutch have been formeily; mean while we 
have all the reaſon in the World to look 
about us. 

The States are as wiſe as their Neighbors, 
and as good at (elt-Preferyation and getting 
Wealth: they could timely ſlip themſelves 
out of the League in the latt War with 
France; ayd now they cannot but foreſee 

w the clevating their Piince to the 
Throne of England, may give him ſome 
advantages over their Liberties, or engage 
them in a War diametrical to their Trade, 

The Loveiften Faction 15 not yet extiut, 
and the Blovud of the DU. Hes may be yet 
remembred, and witen we hear thei: Sta- 
tues ſhall be {ct up, that ot the Prince's will 
not long continue undemo':thed, If theres 
fare, atter cur beivg this ditenabled, they 
ſhonid clap up a Pe3ce with Frence, where 
ſhonld we be, unle's ve were Maſters of 
wiler CondnG& thÞ:. has yA becn diſc.,v: red, 

It is to be wiſh! our great Cer ci! had 
learnt alittle State-Craft trom them. It is 
worth a Sober Thuught to confider, bw 
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induftrious the Duteh have been to make 
uſe of this opportunity, to know all our 
Ports, Shipping, Magazines, and Revenne. 
And they would do well to inquire into the 
reaſons, why their Ambaſſadors, the 13ſt 
year, were made the Commitees of our 
Councils. They know, no doubt. what uſe 
to make of theſe advantages, as well as they 
do to hinder us from having the like over 
them. 

They take care we ſhall have no Men of 
War in their Ports; and Miz Heer Ber:- 
t;ngb himſelf ſhall be no more admitted 
their ſecret Conſultations, ſince he 1s 
become an Expg/iſÞ Earl : But we, kind na- 
tur'd Fools, not only expoſe our weakneſs to 
them, but give them up our Trade, and 
pay them too for their enflaving us ; for 
whereas our loſs of Trade to them, and the 
giving ſuch a diverſion ts the French, has 
been worth to them reore than all the pure 
Silver in their Bank, and all the (ſeven Pro- 
vinces; yet we have been fo Ki:d, and (o 
affraid to diſpleaſe them, that we have upon 
thetr demand, notwithftanding their Debt 
owing to England, ever fince Q_El:7abeth 
ſuccoured their poor diftreſſed Scates,enſured 
them 600000 |. for an acknowledgment we 
are their Vaſfals. 

It was not ſo with us in former times; 
for the very blackeſt of Parliaments, and 
Oliver Cramwel himſelf, though they had 
murthered King Charles I. and baniſhed his 
Son, and had nothing but their own Army 
to rely upon, and in the very infancy of their 
Government, yet had that due regard to the 
intereſt of England, in point of Trade, that 
they undertook a War againft the Dutch 
with ſuch vigour, that they forced them to 
better Terms, and a more commodious 
-————_ of Trade, than we ever had be- 

ore, 

Soon after the Reſtauration of K. Charles 
IT. Acts were made againſt importation of 
Forreign Commodities in any other than 
Engliſh Veſſels, or from any other place 
but that of their growth ; alſo to prohibit 
the bringing in of ſeveral Manufactures, and 
particularly Buttons; and that no Hides, 
tann'd or untann'd, ſhould be cxported; 
But fince the Dugch have become our 
Maſters, nothing is to be queſtioned they 
bring in; as may {be ſeen in the Entries at 


the Cuſtom-Houſe, even to Hair and other 


Goods, which our Merchants cannot fetch, 
And under pretence that the Ac for bring- 
ing Goods of the growth 
Countries in Engliſh Bottoms only, was 
prejudicial, and had been ſometimes dil- 
penſed with in the laſt two Kings Reigns 
our preſent Goveruors, more to gratifie the 
Dutch, and cover our weakneſs and inabiky 
to Traffick for waat of Convoys, than out 
of any juft ſcruple of uſing the ——_— 
Power in ſuch a Caſe, have repealcd thoſe 
Laws, for that very end that we may have 
ſuch Merchandize only from the Durch. 
And leaſt we ſhould have the advantage of 
vending abroad Shoos and Boots, made in 
our own Country, by which a great part 
of Northamptong and above a thouſand Fa- 
milies ſubfiſt, liberty muſt be given by.a 
new Ad to tranſport Leather 3 yet at the 
ſame time we mult have Sadlcs and Bridle 
brought from our &llies, to the great in+ 
poveriſhing of our Araficers, who mnit 
pay Polls and Taxes to feed and cloath the 
Riders. 

If things becarried thus by Dutch Coun- 
cils, and Intereft, we may expect, cer long, 
to have every thing brought in Dutch Bot. 
toms alſo, and then all our Merchants muft 
turn Dutch Factors. Thus in ſome particu. 
lars the Diſperifing Power is not quite ex- 
tin, as to the Dutch; our Laws of the 
greateſt importance as to Trade, muſt be 
made bold with, even to the Face of the 
Legiſlators, to gratific them. 

This partial connivance towards theſe 
good Neighbours of ours, is attended with 
one agggavation, which much dejects our 
Merchants, and ought to fill them with 
indignation ; and that is the neglect of all 
their Complaints, both in relation to this 
Grievance, and all others. 

They are able to Name, and Convi&t, 
the immediate Authors of theſe abuſes; 
they offer to prove the Bribes and Cor- 
ruptions, which have induced theſe, wha 
ought to have ſecured them, to un-man 
their Veſſels, and expoſe them tothe French : 
And though the Lumiey-Caft/e, which had 
been three years abroad, and the Exf*-Indis 
Ship didnot fall into the hands of the French; 
yet the Merchants have more reaſon to 
thank the care of the Maſters, that they 
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came fafe heme, than the Kincnefe of the 
Sea Ccmmerders, who tcck their men cut 
vf them, withcut making them any {Gtis- 
faction for the Arrears cf thtir Wages, a1 d 
threatned the miſter to put bim in his own 
Bilboes. 

Whecever defixcs farther ſatisf; ticn in 
other particulars of this Nature, may fi:d 
Petitions exhibited to the Pailf.ment, even 
in the privtcd Votes, of Perſors end; magtd 
by ſuch alLuſes, Lut no acccuut of their re- 
dreſs, | 

There they mzy fird Czptain CLurchil 
accuſed, tor his-exorbitant ex;Ctions for 
Convoys, ard other Fees, whole caſc was 
ſo cdious, that fcr very ſh; me ke vas ſent 
to the Tover ; but 1elcaſcd in thige days, 
becauſe he was my Lord's Brother for feoth, 
aid a Member ;z cre weuld have thought 
the ſecond reaſon ſhould have Kept him 
there, ſeeing twch crimes are Mare noe 
Tous in thum who arg ſent by the Pecple, 
to redreſs and puriſh the like jn cthers. 

Fut alas! What do we taik of redreſs ? 
when there is fo preat a run. ber of ſuch 
Oficer-M. mbcrs anzongft our Repreſcnta- 
tives; ro leſs than fcurſcore brave brizk 
Spar ks,whoarcthe moſt afſiCuous end zCtive 
in the Hevſe, eſpecizI'y when the money 
raifirg debates arc on foot, the cne hard 
plays ito the cther, the McmLer ;Cts for 
the Cflicer, ard the Cfhcer does Letter 
Service in the Houſe than in the Fizld ; and 
is a kind of Ccuble Repreſentative, for his 
Burrcugh, and for his Regimert, ore of 
which feeds on the other, and he on beth : 
And no Oeult but they who have the Lere- 
ficial Cflices in the Ticaſury, ACmiralty, 
Cuflom-Heouſe, ard other ranches ct the 
Revcrue, ate of the fare Kidrey, 

T his was the policy of the old Long Par- 
lizment of 1640. to concert theſe two Ca- 
pacitizs, A1ma £ Tega, the Grn ard the 
Gown, in one and the ſame intereſ}, till 
old Over, With a ſelf-derpirg Oraranee, 
flipt them aſpndes. and devoured both. 

Indeed the Silh-Wravers bad better flic- 
celsin their cc pigivt thay the Merchants ; 
but they may ihark their Number, and 
their Porerty 3 they had nothing to loſe, 
and veutured no more 3 there was more of 
Fear than Compy flicu in the alleviation of 
{hci LGrievances,

Are 
1«t all the Shox keepers, all Artificers, and 
Labcurers, to the 1ery Porters and Dray- 
men, in olved in the fame predic: munt with 
the Si'k-Weavers 2 Do rot all their imploy- 
merts deperd on the Vertchants, and their 
Livelikccds cn their En'pleyments? How 
then can they ful CR vhen he fail: ? Indeed 
the Stopkeepers hold vp a little yet, by 
raiGng the price of their Wares, becauſe of 
their icarcity 3 but that is like Fvirg upon 
Ccrdials, ard cannot laſt long, when the 
regular circulation of Commerce is inter- 
cipted above ard below; when the Mer- 
chart can lawg in no more ſupplies from 
bzczd, nor the impoveriſhed Cuſicmers 
come vp to the raiſed piice ct the old Sterey; 
they n:vft Le contented to be without 
Fcreign Cm mcdities, vhen they want 
V herevith to get bome-bred necefiaries, 

It the d:mages ſuſtaincd thereby had on- 
ly fallen vpen the Merchants themfcives, 
a lefler Charity than wie Would hare 
mixcd ſome reproach vith pity, for the 
misfortuncs they haye drawn vpen them- 
ſelves : Fut, alas! they firike too far into 
the very vitals cf the Nation, ard 11m over 
the whole P6dy of the inlznd People, who 
to the number of 2cccco Perſons, are, and 
are like to be, reduced 10 B. ggary, fcr waut 
of tranſportation of cur Staple Con.mo= 
dities, And this gives me 2 trayfition to 
the ext Head of this Memorial, vie. 


The co-fideration of the Courtry, 


Let us ſee, fuſt, how our Repreſenta- 


tives left y, at their ftuſt coming vp to the 
Cons 
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Convention; and therin what plight it hath 
been ever fiance this Revolution. They 
talked once of ſending Commiſtioners to 
enquire into the ſtate of the Fleet, and of 
their Army in Ireland; would they had 
cone (© into th:ir reſpeCtive Counties: I 
believe the account woukl not have been 
very welcome, eſpecially when they were 
told who were the Authors of it. 

We cannot but remember that in King 
Fam<s's time, and for a great part of King 
Char/cs the Secand's, for almoſt 15 years, 
there had neither been Land Tax nur Poll, 
the whole Country enjoyed the un{peak- 
able benefits of Peace and Plenty, at fall 
liberty to imorove to the utmoſt advan- 
tage, the produCtion of their Labour and 
Induitry, without one penny of charges 
for all the Eaſe and Safety they enjoyed : 
The Tenants and Farmers grew rich; the 
Lind!lords had their Rents well paid, and 
their Eitates improved; nothing was want- 
ing but a true ſence of theig Happinets, and 
a delire to preſerve it, 

And though there was an Army then, it 
was of Natives, which coft ths Country 
nothing, the King maintain'd it cut of his 
own Revenne, taking all the care polible 
the Soldiers ſhould not in any fort be a 
burden or a grievance to the Country. 

This is a ſhort Summary of all thoſe 
Pleffings, which, if dilated up>n, woutd 
turn this Remonſtrance into a Panegyrick, 
very unacceptable to thoſe who are ac» 
countabie tor the loſs of the:n1, 

I wiſh I had the Art, with the ſam- Bre- 
vity, to famm up the M:icries at1l Calas 
mitics which have ſucceeded theſe Bleflings 
and which, worle than Pharoah's lean Kine, 
have intwice 7 months conſumed the Har- 
veſt of as many yrea's: Bit there is too 
much Canfufton and Diforder in them, to 
admit of any rules or metha:ls of Expretiion; 
Complaints, m things of this Nature, will 
be poured out their own way, and in their 
ovn meaſure; thereis no digeſting of them; 
a Min ma as well di{cipline the Rabble, as 
deſcribe theſe Grievances of the poorer 
fort ofthe common People, 

For,.to begin with them, what a diſmal 
fight is it'to behold the perithing ſtate of 
ſuch an inflaite number of M:n,Womzn,and 
Children, in almoſt all Counties of Engtani, 
fuch as Spinners, Carders, Weavers, ©c, 


imployed about the Wollen manufactures; 
fuch as Miners, and other Labourers, in the 
Lead, Tin, Alome, and Iron Works, who 
are now turned off, or ſo abated in ther 
Wages, that they are forced to beg; teal, 
or rob, for the ſubfiftance of themſelves: 
and their Families, to the continual terror 
of their Neighbours who have any. thing to 
loſe, and io the cramming of Goals with . 
the Carcaſſes of fo many wretched Cri- 
minals, who were before uſeful and -ne- 
ceſſary, for the proſperity of the Nation, 
And this being the notorious condition of 
the vaſt Body of the infeciour Commoners 
in thelefſer Towns, and adjacent Villages, 
throughout England; Was there not one 
Burge!s in either of the Parliaments, to put 
in a good Word for ſo many poor Depen- 
dants of theirs, that they might be left out 
in the Poll Bills * But they mult be fen- 
tenced to pay for their Hzads, becauſe they 
had nothing elſe, and toran'ome, by a kind 
of T.rkiſþ Tribute, their numerous Fry 
of young Oaes too; it being ail the Stock 
they had to be Rated for. 

Was Chimney-mony fo great a bur- 
den, that it ſhon!d be taken off, and 
this put ia its place? This, I. ay, 
which fell heavy on thoſe who had nei- 
ther Children nor Chimneys to pay for, 
poor Servants of both Sexes, whoſe Wages 
were halt decimated, an4 every pound went 
for a Chill; the ſweat of their brows was 
taxed, and Adimys curſe aggravated with 
a new Impoſition; the poor man laboured 
all the year for Bread, aud paid for jt when 
he had done. 

But, perhaps the condition of the next 
rank of Com:moners is more tolerable, I 
mean that of Hnie-holders, fach as Far« 
mers, and petty Free-holders, whoſe live- 
lihoods confiit'in their Stocks, and Hugs» 
bandry, managed and-improved by fruga» 
lity andinduftry ; nothing leſs : For the mis 
ſry increaſez, in pcopartioa to their abilitys 
a4 their Tax-maſters have, with very 
great diſcernment, allotted th:m out theie 
ſh ire in ths comman Calamitiesz for, be- 
fides what they have (uffzred from our new 
ftanding Army, (of which 1 ſhill ſpeak more 
under the next Head,) they have been fo 


"handled by the Raters and Leviers of our 


Modern Taxes, that the ſame hath been 
exgRcd three tipues over, from oy" 
und 
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Fand ; «when, beſides the Land Tax of 
twelrepence in the pound, there hath been 
as much upon the Stock, and as much upon 
the ready Money, not regarding whether, 
or how much the owners were indebted, 
ſometime even tothe value of the Land it 
ſelf; fo that in ſome cafes, and in ſeveral 
places where Monies have - been let out 
upon Mortgages, and Perſonal Securities, 
(fuppoſe to Men of Trade, and in order to 
it) a threefold Tax hath been exaCtted from 
the ſame income; and now this year the 
ſame is to be trebled, befides the ſurvey of 
the laſt; and a new moſt' rigorous Pell-Bill, 
beyond all Prefidents, as well in relation to 
its trictneſs, as that ewe ſhould be granted 
in one year, and wade concurrent with the 
other Impofſtions; and when theſe pay- 
ments are over, we are put in hopes of a 
convenient augmentation at every Scflion 
af Parliament to be doubled or trebled, ac- 
cording to the Arbitrary Neceflitics of the 
Government : ſo that out of the Stock of 
the Country-man, being already fo greatly 
diminiſhed, by the fallen price of-Woo!, 
Corn,}and Cattle, £9. left upon their hands, 
or ſold at undervalue; by that time their 
Rents are paid, their Tithes, and. Church 
dues, their rates for the Poor, (never ſonu- 
merous as now, ) their other Conftable 
Afﬀefiments, Exciſe, and County charges, 
being deducted out of the remainder, how 
-much- is ftill left to pay the Publiek? and 
that done, how much yet to provide for 
. Old Age and Children? 

As to the cendition of the Gentry, and 
other ſorts of Free-bolders, it is in all re- 
ſpecs proportionable to the other, and the 
emptineſs of their own Purſes, will foon 
make them ſenfable of the poverty of their 
-Jonants; and this impoveriſhing of the Gen- 
try will be ſo much the more unſupportable 
to themz as the condition they are born to, 
and have hitherto lived in, renders them 
unfit to get their maintainance by. Labour 
and Induttry. 

To theſe I might add the exceflive loſles 
-many have had, by.the Mobile's plundering 
of cheir Houſes, burning, and deſtroying what 
their rage and blind zeal prompted them to; 
and the Expences others have been put to,at 
the beginning of the Change : Every one 
: knows what a charge the Country was put 
to, in arming, to defend themſelves againſt 
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the ſimaginary Maſſacring Eremies, whicly 
the falſe but defigned Alarms affrighted 
them with. Others/who are leſs to be pitied) 
were at voluntary, but yet exceflive charges, 
in equipping themſelves to ſhew their zeal 
for the Prince of Orange. 

But the Free Quarttry Which the whote 
Army had given them, or tcok, for ſome 
months, put the chiefeſt charge upon the 
Courtry ; to all which we may add the 
havock that has been made by the new raiſed 
Regiments, the ſtanding Eng/:ſb Army, and 
the Forrergrers,. prodigionlly increaſed by 
new recruits, the.Danes and the Fry of their 
Wives and Children, which, to the number 
at leaſt of $0000 of all torts, live upon the 
Count: y, and devour more it a day, than 
they pay for in three, if they pay any thing 
at all. All which expences the Country 
hath been put to in theſe particulars, will 
certainly amount to as much more as 
hath been paid to the States tor their 
alllitance, 

Ifthis were like other Country calzmities, 
ſuch as dry Sy1mmers, and bard Winters, it 
might be born with, in hopes of berter 
times; but when they are like to laſt as 
long as the Government it (elf, which has 
no-other bottom to ſubſit upon, but this 
continued prefſure-of the poor Country 
and when the Genery and ricb Citiy-ns hedg 
in their own Stocks, partly by being in 
Commiſſion for the regulating and :aifing 
theſe Taxes upon others, and dealing civilly 
with themſelves; partly by getting into pro- 
fitable Offices in the State, or in the Army. 
Are not the Country men like to be ina 
miſerable State, being already near upon 
reduced to the conditionof French Peaſants, 
which we ſopity and declame againſt, nn- 
derthe Slavery of the Lord Dutch and Lord 
Danes. So that the Imaginary fear of French 
Government will ſoon bring us to a real ex» 
perience of the ſo much talk'd of Canvas 
Breeches, bare Legs, and wooden Shoes, 

That it muſt come to this, is too evideut, 
(for weare no more the Enz/iſks Nation we 
were ſixteen Months fince ) and they, who 
alone can hinder it, have no intention, it 
ſeems, to prevent it, as may be gueſſed 
by the ſaying of one of our Modern Pa- 
triots, who to an honeſt Man's compaflio» 
nating the ſufferings of the Country, replyed, 
That if a Colt of a mninth old could bear a 
pound 
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pound weight, the text mauhs it would bear 


two; and foin a very few Months, might 
become a very good bealt of burden, and if 
need were an excellent Pack-Horſe, A 
very fit Allegory, firſt 12 4. in the pound, 
"then 2 and 3 s.in the pound,a doubled Poll, 
-and in a little time a fupply unſtinted.; but 
ſuch had beft beware; our Eng/iþ breed 
are very skittiſh; they will be apt to Kick 
and Wince, and calt their Maſters; we 
have known them throw their burden, and 
turn their Riders to Graſs. 


E come now to the third Head, The Mt- 
litary State of the N«tion; in which, as in 
the two former points, I (hall briefly touch 
what it was in K. Fames's time; then mak 


-a parallel what it is at preſent. | 


I ſhall not inquire into the motives,which 
in this Age induce all States and Princes to 
maintain a ſtanding Force: Their jealouſies 
of their N-ighbours, and the neceſſity of 
having a diſciplined Power to defend their 


Countries, ſeems abundantly ſufficient, As 


to'King James's Army, I have already touch- 


ed how careful he was, to keep it from be- 


ing anywiſe burthenſom-either to the pub- 
lick or private Perſons, To which I may 
add that on the contrary he made them be- 
neficial in all places where they came, by 


cauſing them duly to pay for what they 


had; and ſo advantagiouſly ſpending the 


'-Commodities of the Country, that it made 


them welcome to their Quarters, and raiſcd 


'the price of the Market to the profit of 
the Buyers and Sellers. 


It is true there were three Regiments of 


'Dragoons, and ſome foot who had"been at 


Tangier, who lived diſorderly, notwith- 
ſtanding the King's Proclamation , and 
{trifteſt Command to the Officers to pre- 


vent it : But theſe were the very firlt who 


revolted to the Prince; boaſting that, be- 


ſides the early Service, they had done him 


greater by opprefling the Country, which 
they did for no other end, but that they 


might alienate their aff-Ctions from King 


Fames; and make them more readily ad- 


'mit the Prince, who pretended ſtricter Care 


and Diſcify/ine. 

It is evidently known, that no Prince or 
General, was ever more indulgent to his 
Troops than he 3 he not only fed and 
cl>athed, but advanced them ; and had fo 
mach of the Spirit of the Reman Generals, 


that he treated them as Fellow-Soldiers, and 
permitted the General-Officers to fit co= 
vered at his Table; he took a molt ſpecial 
care that all things, even to ſuperfluities, 
ſhould be provided for them 3 and was in all 
things more likg a Father than a Maſter to 
them. ; R 
They were all Natives of their Country, 
and fo the moſt likely. (as well as the mort. 
obliged) to preſerve its Peace, and defend 

againft Strangers: How many Families © 

the Nobility and Gentry, did there find an 
honourable and plentiful Proviſion for 
younger Brothers, who muſt otherways 
have remained expoſed to idleneſs, and all 
its vitiovus conſequences? -How many pt- 
vate Perſons, unapt or unable to drivea 
Trade, were therein ſettled, in a Profeſſion 
and Employment, which might maintam 
them competently , without danger of Goals 
or Gallows? 7 D 

Neither was he lefs careful of his Stores : 
It is ſtupendious. to conceive how he had 
furniſhed all his Ports with Artillery, and - 
Magazines of Arms and Proviſions, in fo 
much that the Officers of the Ordinance 
acknowledged,that no leſs than 30000 Arms, 
with all other Ammunition proportionable, 
were lodged in the Tower of London alone, 

This for the Lind Forces. 

And as for the Fleet, all the 'Offi:ers of 
the Admiralty, and Secretary Deputies in 
particular, can teſtifie, that his Naval Mas 
gazines were ſo well provided; his Ships *m1 
ſo-good order; his Seamen ſo well paid, as 
the like had not been in any two Ages be- 
fore; inſomuch that his Stores alone, by 
a modeſt computation, coſt him betwixt 
2 and 3 Millions: And that which adds to 
the wonder is, that in his thort, and other- 
wiſe expenſive Reign, ll this was defrayed 


-out of his own Kevenue, without any pub= 


lick Tax, notwithſtanding the extraodinary 
charges he was at in raifing new Forces, 
and equipping tis Fleet upon the Prince of 
Oranze's Invaſion ; yet he paid his Army to 
the middle of December, before he left Eng 
land ; and left in the Exchequer, in -ready 
Money, near 160000 /. and in Arrears of 
Cultoms, Exciſe, Chimney-Money, and 
other branches of his Revenue, -400000. 
| Now to give the reverſe of this de» 
ſcription : Have we not ſeen all theſe Pro- 
viſions in few Months ſquandred away, Or 


trarſported-ont the Kingdony? 4s not the 
C Tower 
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Tower almoft emptied of Arms and Am- 
munition? Have not all cur Naval Stores 
been long fince exhaufied 2 And though, 
befides the Revenue, (with which 8lone, as 
I ſaid, King James did all this,) there has 
been given to the Prince above 3 Millions ; 
yet, to the wonder of the World, all his 
Sokdters, both by-Sca and Lard, are greatly 
in Arrears; and, if they do not belie their 
Maſters, have littlemore than Subſiftance- 
Money paid them. And as to the Seamen 
in particular, they are not only left unpaid 
but hare been fo ill-provided with wholſcm 
Victuals, that above halfof thoſe who were 
on board the laſt year, are dead of a kird of 
Plague; yea, more periſhed, as ſome old 
Seamen told me, than in any three of our 
former Sea Evgagements; and thoſe that 
have teen ſet on ſhore, in hopes thereby 
to have reccvered their Health, have many 
ot them, for want of Money, bcen found 
Wandring to their Friends- barefoot and 
barelegg'd, even glad of any Almes in their 
Fourney 3 which ſhews that ſince their 
Commanders have eipouſed the Dutch In» 
tereſt, they have put cff the charitable Na- 
ture of true Enghſh: This uſage being fo 
publickly known, it is not to be wondred 
that the Gazertes every Week give usan 
accotnt ot ſo many Deſerters out of the 
Marire Regiments. 

And what is the cauſe of all this, but 
the ſerding away the Money into Helland, 
whict1 ſhould have been laid out upon Pro- 
viſions in Szalon, and not to have left them 
to have been taken vpon tick, even be- 
yond the credit ofthe Purvo)ers. 

What end avd motive ſore may have 
thus to exhauſt our Stores, and weaken cur 
Naval Force, is not difficult to ſurmize, 
when we find ſuch ſhoals of Dutch arid Danes 
come over !o ſypply cur want of Seamen, 
and take peſſeffion of our Men of War, as 
well as of cur Forts and Havens: | And 
whercas tor a recruit of all theſe lofles, the 
Earls of Pemibreke ard Torrington have, 
though with great difficulty, near upon 
ccmpleated their Maiine Regiments; yet 
becau'e they are muſt of them raw vnexpe- 
Tienced Men, ard have becn forced alto» 
gether 2gainft their Wills, and promiſe ro 
great Zealto the Cauſe, we may upon ra- 
tional grounds conceive, they may be ſent 
to ſerve their Apprenticeſhip , and learn 
their Trade ugder the Ditch, who will lend 


us ſome of their more expert ones the while, 
as Well as our Land Forces have been ſent 
to Hiliand, in cxcharge for our more truly 
Dutch Deliverers. 

This deſign. .of utterly diſabling the 
ſtrength of our Nation, and bringing us to 
deperd intirfly on Strangers, will appear 
more manifeſtly, if we corfider the treat- 
mevpt and the uſage of our Land Soldiers, 
and the miſeries they have been reduced to 
Here, in Holland, Scotland, and Ireland. 

As to Erg/and. Though the Aimy which 
was left by King Jams, ard to which, as 
I have told ycu, he had fo tender a regard; 
wasindeed mcft ungrateful and treacherous; 
inſcomuch that, in the Judgment and Lan» 
guage of the Dutch, they deſerv'd to be 
ſtiled, worſe chan Dogs; tor thele, ſay they, 
will love and-deſend thofe that feed them ; 
yet they had reaſou to expect ſome tolerable 
conditions from their dearly obliged new 
Maſters. 

But what have they done for them ? Are 
they better paid, better cloathed or pres 
ferred ? On the contrary, Are they not 
ſlighted, laid afide, contemned ? Dares he 
truſt thoſe that are «mployed, without 
Spies to watch their Conduct ? has he not 
diſpers'd them over the three Nations ? ſent 
them into Hofand, nay, into our Plantations 
in the 1/7 ft-I.dics, where what is become 
of ſome ot theſe laft is kept cloſe, no diſco- 
very can be made, after {tri enquiry 
they are like the ten Tribes, lcd away Cap- 
tive, never to be heard of more. Could he 
imprint more irdchble CharzCters of his 
Opinion of thcm 2? Cuu'd he give a more 
proper reward for their Treachery and 
Cowardiſe. 

The Tyeaſon may be loved, but it isim- 
poſſible the Trarters ſhuvld be either loved 
or ttuſted, Is it not, thi: k you, upon this 
diſtruſt, leaſt thy, who had deſerted a 
Maſter, who wz:s as te: der of them as of 
the Apple of- iis Eye, ſhould have any 
grudgings toreturn to their Duty, that he 
is re{ulved to diſperſe them, ard pcft th:m 
vhere they may {oureft bedipatcked, that 
the Dutch, the Dancs, ai d Uther Forr ergriers, 
murc t11ſty to his Service, may pcficts our 
Couurtty ? 

To «#& this his ſecret, but vunalterable 
reſulution, the Ticops ard Regiments of 
King James's Guords, were fi it diſpatched 


into Heard, under the Command of the 
: Lord 
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Lord Churchil, who, if he could have been 
intirely confided in, would not have been 
removed ſo fir from the Prince's Perſon. 

Let usnow ſee how they have been there 
treated, and how this covert defign of 
weakning Erzland (ucceeded there, 

At their firft Landing, as feveral of their 
Letters teftifie, they were looked upon as 
Perſons rather feared and ſuſpeCted by the 
Prince, and ſuch as he had a mind to be 
rid of, than as Auxiliaries for the Con- 
federates Service; and their reception was 
ſo cold; the affronts thit were put upon 
them ſo many, the revilings for their Trea- 
chery and Cowardice fo ſharp, and their 
Quarters ſo very bad, that they could not 
without a ſigh remember old En2/and, and 
the beſt of Maſters. 

They were quartered in ſuch dear places, 
that their pay could not maintain them z 
eſpecially ſince the dearneſs of the Country 
was augmented by the extortion of their 
Comm.inder in Chief; who having con- 
traCct:d with a Jew (as he who made the 
bargain told me) to tind the Soldiers Bread 
at four pence halt penny a Loaf; this Fa- 
mous Lord, the worlt Jew of the two, 
made the poor Soldiers pay fix pence; by 
which Exciſe upon his own Soldiers, he 
might, by modeſt computation, pat 20900 /. 
in his Pocket ;3 which opprefſion was the 
more prievous, by how much their al- 
lowance'of the Horſe Guards was le(s by 
three pence in a Day than the Duech Guards 
have here, and oir Country cheaper by 
more than a third part. 

From this ſcarcity, and the change of 
Dyet; from Engliſh Beef, Mutton, and 
Veal, with wholiom Beverage, and an 
open Air; to feed upon Herbs and Roots; 
drink a maildy Ber, and ſuck in a foggy 
Airz the Soldiers were ſtarved into Di- 
ſeaſes, and being in a1 un'19ſpitable Landz 
and under nw, or p.tilels Commanders; 
had no care taken of them, bat were (aff:- 
red todie like E w2liſþ Dogs, as th:y were 
uſually ſtiled by th:m; there you might 
ſee them (prawling by Parcels, and graamng 
under the dvuable gripss of their Bowels, 
and theic Coaſciences, to ſee themſelves 
cheated out of th:ir Alzziancz, Country, 
Health, and Life it ſelf. Tne num2:c of 
thoſ: wh23died there, anidſt thaſe miſeries, 
notin Battl:, foc they would not give then 
that Ho1war, amaanted to 54209. beiore 


Major Birch retarnet hither for Recrusts, as 
he told the Dofor, his Brother, in the pre- 
ſence of an eminent Member of Parliament; 
though be and others, the more cafily to 
get recruits, have at other times, and in 
other Companies, the Policy to conceal it. 

Thus much for Holland, 

As for our Armies in Scotland, we hear 
not much indeed of any Sicknels there, they 
were upon the ſame Continent, and in places 
where they could command all things ne- 
cefſaryz but we hear how miſerably the 
Country hath been haraſſed by them, and 
how they have been treated in the Country ; 
we hear how- conſiderably they have been 
diminiſhed, by the Valour of half their 
number of new raiſed, - and haif-armed 
Highlanders ; who, though not above 2500, 
flew and took Priſoners neer upon 4000 of 
Mac-kay's old diſciplined Men 3 4nd had 
the Valiant Dundee over liv'd that Day, that 
Kingdom had, long e're this, been reduced ta 
obedience to their Lawful King, May the 
Courage and ConduFt reft upon ſome other, 
who may not only oppoſe the oppreſſion of their 
Country by Foreign Forces, but driv? out the 
reſt of thoſe two bave detbroned thr Lawful 


King, and aboliſhed Epiſcopacy there. 


But the diſmal Scene of all is Ireland; there 
it 1s the Hmdof Heaven hath viſibly met 
them, in the middle of their Impizties, wha 
durſt venture to face him whom they bad bes 
tray:d; and cho/e to follaw an ungrateful 
Foreigner, azainſs God's own Anointed, tos 
whom they Fd ſo often ſworn Fidelity and 
Allzgiance, and to whom He ow'd bis riſe, as 
# known to the Wold. 

[ take Heavea to Witneis with what 
compallion and horrour I eater upoa this 
point 3 for though all theſe Plagues, in the 
opinion of moſt, fell juſtly and teaſonably 
upoa (a many deſperate and incorrigible 
E1enmies to their King z yet humanity it ſelf 
mait needs ſhviak at the ſizht of ſo many 
Azanies, tranſcenading malt of the cruel 
executions that have been inflict:4 oa Mt 
lefatws; far, whea all is doae, they are 
our Fell1v-Countery-M:n that ſaffer, and 
the Lo(s of ſa many will fall ultimately upon 
the whole Nation, fo far weaken'd, and 
rend-ed m>xe defencelels: Noa pleaſant 
Th: ne, I am fare, for any true Engliſh 
Mia to deſcant on; yet ſomething mult 
be ſaid for a warning to thoſe who yet 

_ 
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ſurvive, ard a aro (to the 'reft of our 
"deluded People. 

This Army conſiſted, the laſt year, of the 
moſt active of thoſewho-had deſerted King 
Fames, of ſome new raiſed Regiments ; be- 
fides the French Refugees, who had been fo. 
charitably received, and liberally relieved 
Here; and of ſome truſty Dutch, 

" As for the new raiſed Men, they were 
moſt' of them profligate Perſons in their 
Lives and Fortunes; the Officers moſt of 
them Outlaws and Bankrupts; the Sol- 
diers, ſome cull'd out of the Rabb/e, others 
rak'd gut of Goals, 5,10,:15. from a Prifon, 
"where they would have itaid till Execution 
jnother times; ſome were run-away: Appren- 
tices ; Others, Fourney-men; debauched Ser- 
vants, Or Foot-men, who entred into this 
Service , 'as into Romulus his Aſylum, to 
avoid the puniſhment of their. paſt C:1mes, 
and to adt them on with the like impu- 
nity, 

Hence came all the calamzities of the 
avretched Countries through which they 
paſſed, not only by Free Qvarter, 16 days 
together in a place, upon the middle fort 
of Commoners; but alſo by pilfering, and 
ſtealing, down right robbing, and breaking 
Houſes in the Night; and taking away from 
Roman Catholicks, and others ſo ſtigmatized 
by them, not only their Provifions and 
Horſes, but ſometimes their Cattle, rifling 
their Houſes, and making havock of what 
they could not devour : Of all which I 
have ſeen 'Letters from ſeveral-in the Nor- 
thern Counties. 

In particular how the D»ech Officers 
ſhot, and carried away ſeveral Head of 
Deer, from the Dutcheſs of Buckingham's 
Park at Nun-Applcton; and Captain Beal 
and his Brother trom Haſlewood Park ; but 
ſome will excuſe this as no Felony in 
Soldiers; and that it was for their 
Maſters Service, to feaſt theraſelves and 
Soldiers : But I know not what can be ſaid 
in defence of Colonel Fillers, who cauſed 
all the Giſt Horſes, belonging to very many 
ſeveral Perſons, neither Papiſtsnor Popiſhly 
affected, to be driven out of Sir Reper Str ich- 
{and's Park, many of which, not fit for Ser- 
vice, he ſold for 5 5. a-piecez neither was 
this done only by him in theſe Places, but 
in ſeveral other Counties in his Marth; as 
it was likewiſe done by other Officers, 

. whereby their Soldiers were incouraged.to 


follow ſuch" examples in taking 'Cattel3 
cauling the Country-men to carry Hay= 
ſtacks, and other Proviſions, from remeter 
Places, to their Quarters, as if they had 
been ravaging in an Enemy's Country. 

And when application was made to ſome 
Juſtices of the Pcace, whom I could name, 
the anſwer was, Th'y knew not bow to relieve 
them : Bcſidrs this, it is well known, how 
they have bcaten, kick'd, and wounded; 
even mortally, thoſe who offcred to favs 
what they had, with this (tabbing Sarcaſme 
everinthiir Mouths Damn ye, ye Drgs, do 
ct me Fight for your Religion, And yet no 
puviſhment-of, nor enquiry made after, the 
Authors of theſe Vilianies 3 the Inferior Of» 
ficers.going thares with them in the booty, 
and the Superior ones, not daring toqueſti- 
on either, becauſe they gave them little 
other pay, 

After they had thus marched over the 
molt plentiful parts of England, like fo 
many Egyptian Locuits, they rexdezyouzed, 
covering the Face of the Country with 
dearth and deſolation; till a bidden Wind 
carricd them to the Sea, never to be ſ.en 
again in England. 

There went over, and joyn'd them in this 
Expedition, an Army of 22000, as my 
Lorg Ranel:ghand Mr. Harbord know ; but 
there went only back into Winter Quar- 
ters, as Mr. Haller related to the Houſe, 
I ooo0, and as latter accounts informed, 
thoſe were reduced to 75 or 6000.-- till the 
General armed thoſe of the Couutry he 
could purchaſe. 

By ſcveral Letters from divers of Sir The- 
mas Gowcr's Officers, immcdiately after the 
decamping, it was-certifi.d that they had 
not I.-ft 16 Men ina Company, and in one 
Letter from a Captain in that Regiment at 
Newry, a mnch dryer place than the-Camp, 
it was exprefled, That the flrongeſt Company 
did not excced 26. 

Out of the Regiment which Schomberg 
declared to be the beſt that went over, there 
died the Colonel, Lieutenant Colonel, fix or 
ſeven Captains, befides Inferiour Off cers ; 
which Regiment fince recruited by two 
others which were broke, is now under the 
Command of the Earl of Drogheda; I doubt 
not but the like inftances may be given of 
Others.

Theretcrs, upon his firit- coming to St, 
Fames's, he vonchſafed to receive the Sacra- 
ment, according to the Rites of onr Church, 
from the Hands of the Biſhop of London, the 
Biſhop of Br:/tol, and the Reverend Dr. Bur- 
ee aflliting; nay, the Rubricks were ſe 
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pnarCtnally obſerved, that all who 4d not 
Communicate, (that lo, the wir :le C mg: & 
gatiwn,) w.re bid to departs Mi. uns was 
that they might vut lee + far the wow 
Conve:t was to cek in tis Ce emo ies and 
how mal adrouiy he perknacd them: But 
this, you may fuppule, was fr hs TI Ra 
Communion, acco:ding toth- AﬀRt » Pare 
liament, at Ins evtrmg upor h s New Offi :e, 
that he might 1-441 feem to fav. ur the HE 
pen/ing Power, even towards is CW4 Cuns 
ſcience. 

Nevertheleſs that he might give a gov1 
example to Diffenters, and 1-t I:cm fee he 
hail ſome reg ar to tits Prom: to then aifo, 
and that he was no Etemy to L'erty of 
Con'cience, nor Friend to Ceremoiy, after 
he was mad+ Krig, he was plea! d to fit cos 
vere! ail the time of this Sermon, betwirt 
his Q een and the Pines, witit vat ceſpet 
either to the Ladies or the P.e che; tor as 
tothe Cmmiunon Tale, I bclicve he hafl 
not ra! the Rubrick, 

For the taine reaton he alſo ſilenced the 
Church Mabck., thougi he has bren pleated, 
upon fecond confileration, to eſt ith it 
again, and «&t the Contormi't, 

Thus has he been off and on in En/and, 
but h+ has ww, it ſeems, commited Notes, 
and ft:ds the Charch of Englan ith Mr 
Pait; .nd 14s tnerefore p omi'edl an hewty 
compliance, and diffyt-e1 ts ficft Parta- 
ment as a P.edygr of his future kinduels: But 
let Scrr.md (peak huw f.r he may be bes 
lieve-1 in it 

he IrſtenCtio's given to his High Com- 
miſoner, Dnke Hamleon, at his © gong 
down, are poſitive and plain, T7 u we, lays 
he in the Fourth In!t, uftion,) t piſs an Akt 
eſt ab'iſſning that Chu ch Government, wick 
ws moſt azrevable to the Inclmation of the Pc2- 
p'e r-{cmrn; the AF of the Parhament in 
1659, ard a'l other Aﬀs mcmiſiſtent there- 
with, Trviy the very Spi:it of on: Retor. 
mers in 1642 T ox Populi,vox D 1: The ins 
clinatian of the P-ople, it ſeems, is the 
Word of God, and the Standard of Church. 
Government. And accordingly came a 
difp itching Inſtruction, in F'y ollawing, in 
this quickning Exvretfion. T1 are to touch 
the Att paſſed for Abo'i ing Epiſcopacy as 
ſoon as you can, ard to reſcind all Acts inconfis 


flent theremrth. Ant, laſtly, he Iith re- 


eſtabliſhed the Pregbreerian Governmeut 


there by A& of Parliament. 
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That the ſame is not done in Emgland 
yet, is becauſe a Party do not think it ſea- 
ſonable; there are great Obligations to ma+ 
ny of the Clergy of Eng/and, which are not 
to be forgot. It cannot be forgot who af- 
fronted King Fames, and brought him to 
Dif:{t:em with his People 3 who invited him 
in, or fo readily welcomed him, and peti- 
tioned him to accept of the Governneat. 
They have made new Liturgies, truck out 
old Prayers, and put in new, upon his fin- 
gle Order, (a Favour too great for King 
Fames: ) They have renounced the Pa/lad:- 
um of the Engliſh Reformation, the Regal 
Supremacy, and retraCted all their Sexymons 
and Treatiſes of Paſſive Obedience and Non- 
Refiltence. 

Yet notwithftanding theſe great and good 
Services of fo many of the Canonical Cler- 
gy, ſoine ſteps have been made, and very 
large ones too, towards a Scotch Reforma=- 
tion of them: 1x. By ſettling an Indul- 
pence upon all Difſenters. 2. By (ſuſpending 
and ej:Cting the chief and ravſt zealous of 
Gur Biſhops, and others of the regular Cler» 
BY. 3. By advancing upon all Vacancies 
of Sees, and Dignitics Eccleſiaſtical, Men of 
Notorious, Presbyterian, or which is worſe, 
of Eraftian Principles. Thete are the in- 
ſenſible ways of undermining Epiſcapacy 
and when to the ſeven notorious ones that 
are alieady, ſhall be added fix more, upon 
the approaching Deprivation, they will 
make a Majority, and then we may expect 
the new Modcl of the Church to be per- 
tected, 

As for the diffuſive Body of the Clergy, 
they al'o proportionably warp, and grow 
every day more an4 more indifferent , by 
the means above mentioned, and though 
they were uwever ſo well principled. yet the 
tender regard to the ſubſiſtence of Wives and 
Children, will make them 8s willing to com- 
ply with an Alteration in Church Govern- 
ment, as it did! in the Civil, However it 
is fad to conſider what Reflexions fume have 
had, who through fear of ſtarving, or want 
of Necefſarics, have complied with the 
Times. I tremble at the Ani{wer one gave 
a Juſtice of Peace at G/ouceſter, to whom, 
reproving him for not taking the Oath foo- 
ner, he replied, it was too ſoon then to damn 
himſelf to fave his Family. And another, 
with great ſorrow and remorle, wiſhed he 
had been ftarved, or hanged, or torn in 
picses by the Rabble, when he was perfecu- 


ted by them, rather than have taken the 
Oaths, whereby he feared he had loft the 
Quiet and Comfort of his Mind, I will not 
relate the Melancholy or Madneſs ſome have 
fallen into upon this occaſion: I pray God 
their Repentance may be as great as their 
Apoftacy. 

But if there be but ſome few of ſuch who 
are touched with this Remorſe, in what a 
condition, at one time or other, muſt thoſe 
be in, who knowing their former Oaths to 
King Fames to be lawfull and jult, and firm- 
ly believing, as well as ſolemnly declaring, 
that no Power on Earth can give a Diſpene 
ſation in this caſe, yet have contrary to their 
Conſciences taken the Oath of Allegiance, 
to him, who can properly [as the Biſhop of 
St. Aſaph rightly in the Houſe declared) have 
no other Title but Conqueſt and Pofſeflion ; 
ſurely the pretended Election, by Perſons 
who had no power from the People to elect; 
make, and coaltitute a King, can give nc 
Right. 

And I cannot without aſtoniſhment think 
what account thoſe will have to give at the 
dreadfull Day, who by impoſing theſe Oaths 
have involved ſo vaſt a number of the Sub- 
jects in as great Perjury as ever was com» 
mitted under the Sun. The impoſing the 
Engagement, after the Murther of King 
Charles the Martyr, was but a Promiſe of 
being true and faithfull ro the Commonavealth, 
a; eſtabliſhed without King and Houſe of 
Lords; but now an Oath of Allegiance is to 
be taken to one that hath not that Title of 
Conqueſt, as that Commonwealth preten« 
ded ; nor of Succeſſion, till his Father, Bro+ 
ther, Wife, Siſter, and all thew Progeny, 
are extint: And the adding to this a new 
Declaration, as was defigned, of reiiouncing 
K. James and his Title, and neither dire&ly 
nor indirectly aiding or afſi:iing him, but 
diſcovering all things may be prejudicial to 
this Government, was to gall in the higheſt 
degree the Conſciences of Millions, who 
wrre content to yie!d Obedience to a King 
in Pofle(lion, but never ean be induced to 
believe, That King James can by any aCt of 
Violence loſe his Right , and fo cannot de» 
claic folemuly, that they owe no Allegiance 
to him, 

Having ſeen then the Inſtability of the 
Clergy and Laity, let us row enquire whether 
there be any more Stability in the King they 
have ſet up to govern us. He hio-telf ſeems 
very deſultorious and unſteady in his Con- 

E "duct 


duct towards theſe two Intereſts. A freſh 
Mark of which he has now given us in de- 
ſzrting the Presbyterians, and making new 
Offers to the Caurch of England; but that 
is becauſe his own Interel(t is ſo. They that 
bid moit ſhall have it 3 for, as the Fiſhop of 
Wincheſter ſaidl of him, bis Religion 15 in his 
Pocket. The Commiſſion before the late Con- 
vocation bid fair for the one; the gracious 
Speech to their Addreſs, betore their adjour- 
ning, bid as fir for the other: What flipt 
from him on Tweltth Night muſt go for no- 
thing, 'twas under the Roit, ods rmemorem 
C © apy 

e both, if any ever had, two Faces un- 
der one Hood 3 awfl theugh he hath a dou- 
ble Conſcience, - one for this, and another 
for the North fide of Tiveed; yet he hath 
but me Pricciple, That Gain is great Gud- 
lineſs; and oze Datch Soul, Mazereſt, to be- 
c2:me all things to all Men, to gain all to 
Himſiclt, Surely a dark Lanthora under a 
Crown or Mitre, is as dangerous as under a 
Parliament Houſe. 

But conſidering the tottering Gondition 
he is in at kome and abroad, the Milcarri- 
ages in Fe/and, the UntraCtableneſs of Scor- 
{a1d, the Recalcitration of Ho/land, the Bi- 
afling of his Allies, and laſtly, the Diſcon- 
tentedneſs and Mutability of England, all he 
can doe to linger out the Poffefiion of his 
111 gotten Prey, is to play well his old Game 
of Diflimulation, and keep up theſe two 
great contrary Intereſts in a dependence on 
himſelf, and in a fear and hatred of King 
Fames; for if either of them ſuporeſs the 
other, his buſineſs is done 3 we ſhall either 
return to our rightfull Monarch again, or 
fk to a Commonwealth: $o that in this 
caſe at leaſt, his Kingdom differs trom that 
of the Devil, that wnleſ5 it be divided it can- 
n6t ſtand. *Twas Divifcon brought him in, 
"tis Divifhow keeps him here, and:he can re- 
lie on nothing eiſe for- the future, except 
that of the Singcr in Mr. Cowley, Predeſiina- 
tion us by Freend, 

Now whether all this be conformable to 
the Promiſes he made to thoſe who brought 
nim in, let the impartial judge: Let fuch 


alſo judge waether King James or he are” 


more guilty of Bicach of P:omiſe, and whe- 
ther all manner of Religioa be not more in 
danger nader ſuch a Perſon, who is really 
of none , than under one who is ſteady in 
ſome Principles. And that ſuch a mau as 


this, in the very firſt At of hig Gaygrament, 


18 


ſhould dare to bring to paſs thoſe very 
things, the very Repute of ſome of which, 
and the Attempting others, ruined his Pre- 
deceſſor 3 namcly , that he ſhouid give In» 
dulgence to Ditſenters, fall foul upon the 
Biſhops, (even thoſe very. ones whom he 
put in his Declaration as the Caute of his cc» 
ming.) grant an Eccleſiaſtical Commiſlin 
a24 ft the Liturgie, aboliſh Epiſcopacy in 
Scotland, which King Fames nev*r intended, 
and laitly, keep a ſtanding Army of Popiſts 
and Foreigners, contrary to his Promile in 
his Declaration, and be {ſtii] b: iaging in more 
toenflave us; Lay, that he thould doe all 
this, and not a Man (ay to him, Fat doeſt 
thou? Ts not this the very Slavery we have 
cried out againſt? or rather, Is it not a 
Token that we are dcivered up to a repro- 
bate ſenſe, and become the laſtruments ant 
Actors of thoſe very Violations which we fo 
much abhorred , and ſo outrageoutly puni- 
ſhed in others ? 

Having conſidered. his Veering with every 
ſceming advantageous Gale in natters of Res» 
ligion, let us conſider his Stability. in his 
Commands and Inſtructions to his Servants 
and Miniſters, of which I ſhall give but two 
Inſtances. When the Conditions upon which 
the Crown was to be conferred upon him 
were wader Debate, Mm Heer Beniung told 
ſome of thoſe he judged moſt fit to tran(- 
mit his Maſter's Mind to the leading Meme» 
bers of his Party, That if they intended to 
clog the Crown with fſach Linitations, 
they little underſtood the Diſpoſition of the 
Prince; for he would never accept the (39- 
vernment with ſuch Reſtrictions. It he 
might not have it with all the Pcerogatives 
that the Kings of Enzland had enjoyed, be 
would let King Zames looſe upon them tov 
punith them for their ill UGge &f him. This 
he imparted to one from whom I had the 
Account, and- the Gentleman was induſtri-- 


ous to inform. ſuch-as he judged fitteſt with, 


fnis Almonition; one of which knowing 
the Prince's Temper, bid him be very care- 


full, for he might be cruſhed by it; forif _ 


the Prince found ſuch a thing reſented by 
any ſtrong Party in the Honſes, he would 
deny any ſuch Direction. The Gentleman 


told him it was impoflible for him to gain« 
ſay it , for not only Bent:rg had ſpoke to 
him, but to.others; and my Lord Paget , 
and ſome other Lords had the like Drrecti- 
on for application to the Pecrsz yet when it 
vas (gen that it could not be carried as __ 
It 
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red, all this was denied, and it Was Qharged 
upon the officious Zeal of the Perſons who, 
for his Grandure, and their own Ends, con» 
trived it. , 

A freſher Inſtance we have in the matter 
of the Abjuration, in which this King em- 
ployed my Lords $. D. and others in the 
Houſe of Lords, and Mr. F/barton and others 
in the Houſe of Commons, to promote it. 
But a noble Marques and Count informing 
him, that though the Church of England- 
Men readily yielded him Obedience, and 
took. an Oath of Allegiance unto him, yet 
he would find that they would almoſt unani- 
mouſly refuſe to abjure, as being of an higher 
nature than Obedience, and a fort of deter- 
mining Providence; and all the Effect he 
would find by it, would be ta create Difſatiſe 
faction, Repining, and Oppoſition to it; 
whereby he would lofe infinite of Hearts that 
he had now: And if the Severity of Impri- 
ſonment and Fines were Penalties to be in- 
flicted upon the Offenders, it would make 
them combine againſt him. This Confide- 
ration made him forthwith employ others of 
his Confidents to oppoſe it : Which Inttabi- 
lity in his Politicks, and his not backing, 
thoſe with his Countenance and Authority, 
whom he had put upon this ingratetul 
Work, .caufed thoſe Perſons to declare they 
would quit their Piaces, 

It is true, he condeſcended much below 
the Dignity of his Character, to court their 
keeping their Stations; and hath been for- 
ced to confer Zooo /, a Year upon his Ad- 
miral, to hire him to take a Commiſion that 
toc two or three Days he had flung up. And 
we may eaſily conceive, that if he find it will 
be like to ſucceed better for his Intereſt to 
purſue his firſt Intention, thoſe two great 
Miniſters of State who thwarted it, may ex- 
ect a Removal by Command, However, 
the Layers down of their Commiſſions may 
weil conclude, that when he comes victo- 
rious from Ireland, he will ſeverely. remem- 
ter the undutifulne(s of- ſuch who put him 
toaCap, and 4 Pray you, my Lord, do not leave 
wy Service, For, to ſay Truth, they have 
dealt fo with their Sovereign, as they would 
pot permit their Secretaries, Stewards, Ma- 
ſters of theie Horſ?, or any other of their 
Servants to have dealt with themlcives. 

But theſe ble{ſed Qualifications of our 
new King, and the Pharilaical Politicks a- 
gainſt our Allegiance, under pretence of our 


Religion, will more mavifeftly be ſeen now. 


we come to conlider, 


V. Hat fort of Government we have cho- 
ſen to live under, in exchange for that we 


bave ſhaken off. 

And this will appear by Enquiry what that 
Government was, what this is, and, if no- 
thing interpoſe, what it; will be, and that 
very ſpeedily, . 

It is not my Deſign here, to deſcend to all 
the particular Tranſactions of Government 
under King James, either to jultifie them, 
or ſet them off by compariſon with the pre- 
ſent, or proþable future, ſince no humane 
Government was ever, or will be capablect 
ſuch a Deſign. The Faults and Errors witty 
which his Enemies _ him are the or- 
dinary-SubjeCt of Hiſtory, in the Reigns of 
all his Predeceſſors, and of all other Kings 
and Courts in Chriſtendom. For what is more 
obvious than Examples of Men of great Abi- 
lities and Merity laid aſide, and Men unqua- 
lifed, and odious to the Publick, put in theie 
places? What more common, than buying, 
and ſelling of Places, giving Mandates, and 
making Intrenchments upon Corporatiors. 
and Colleges? What more uſual in our Hi- 
ſtories than the diſgracing, ſuſpending and 
impriſoning Biſhops and Ciergy-men ? Theſe, 
I ſay, are common places of «1 Hiſtory 
though not always found attended with fach 
dire EffeEts upon the Princes, who perhaps, 
were, or, at leaſt, were faid to be, the Aus 
thors of them, 

But my Intention is ory to afſert in gene«: 
rat the Innocence of tim who has nct fo eſca- 
ped, though owned by his very Enemies to 
have had a true Enzts/h $1/iit, and tender 
Aﬀ:Ction to a!l his $0bj.&s ; a Zeal and De- 
light in advancing their Peace and Plenty at 
home, and Honour abroad; to have been an. 
excellent, good natur'd, generons Prince, the 
moſt cor{tant Friend, the beſt F.ther and” 
Miſter iv the World, and the molt mexrci- 
ful to his Enemies. 

All theſe Qualities, I ſay, and the Fff-ts, 
of them, were experienced by the whole Nie 
tioa in gereral, and by thofe in particulac 
who had the Honour and Happineſs of be- 
longing to, or depending on him, i: their fe« 
veral Relations 3 and r.cved ro othec Proof 
than the black and font Ingratitude that 
ſticks nupou thoſe who have, in the f1,5ht of 
God and Man, rendered bim Evy, the worſt of” 
E-i's, for all the Gon't they held and enjzyed 
from him along. Lit us cor filer them «- 
party aud begin wth the nearckt iy ia. 
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King Lear and his Daughter is perhaps 
but a Fable, and Tulia's Father was but a 
Slave by Birth, and an Intruder into the 
Royal Family ; but the paternal Love of 
Kiag Fames towards his Daughters is as true 
as it is unparallell'd ; his Care in their Edu- 
cation, Marriages, and Provifions for them, 
ere Demonſtrations of it. The Honours con- 
ferred by him, upon their Mother's Houſe, 
and their Proximity to the Throne, deſerved 
ſome Returns of Gratitude; but how they 
have been made, and what was exp:Cted 
from Obligation and filial Duty, the World 
now feeth and judgeth. I need ſay no more, 
et Nature ſpeak the reſt in all who read this, 

Wheat the Royal Father ſuffers ſrom his 
uygratefal Tulza, aftoniſheth even barbarous 
Nations, and ſcandalizeth Chriftianity ; and 
yet not one Act of Love, of Pity, of Remorſe, 
or Shameto bereturned! All to be trampled 
upon, and the Royal Authoy of them expo- 
ſed knowingly and avowedly to the greateſt 
Indipnities of Pens and Tongues, ail over the 
Nation. I need not here mention the many 
{cunriilous Pamphlets, which have been pub- 
lithed, Licenſcd and Entred according to Or- 
der; the odious Ballads that have been prin- 
ted, arid fung about the Streets 3 nor the 
abominabie Secret Hiſtory of King Charles 
and King Fames II. fo full of notorious Lies, 
falſe Inferences, and Malice, that no Govern- 
ment, certainly, but this would have conni- 
ved at it, or let it paſs without condemning 

it tobe burnt by the publick Hang-man, 

The Street where Tull:: drove her Beaſts 
over the Face of her dead Father, was called 
Sce/crata, the unnatural, or impious Street, 
to all Poſterity, What Street is there in all 
fhe Cities of England, where the like Impie- 
ties have not been acted by her Connivance, 
not to ſay Authority, to grace her unnatu- 
ral Triumph 2 

Great Enquiries were made after him wha 
cut the Prince's PiCture in Grz/d-F7all, and a 
Reward propoſed by them, who could dif- 
cover the Anthor, as one-that would have 
committed the like Indignity on the Prince's 
Perſon, if he had had him in his power : But 
was there the leaſt, Check to a K:Upret, 
Hayford, and their Companions, for their 
Rage againſt a Father's Statue, which they 
dragged about the Streets of 'Newecaſtle ? 
Was there a Word ſaid to the Inhabitants of 
Glouceſter, who, when they had pulled down 
and broken every-Limb of his Statue, car- 
zied the Head in a. Barrow, and calt it into a 
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Jaques, and wheeled the Trank into the Ri: 
ver Severn, and diſpoſed of other parts, and 
the Supporters, with the Arms of the four 
Kingdoms, with Contempt, at their plea- 
ſure * Was there any notice taken of thoſe 
who committed.his Picture to the Flames in 
almoft every City of the Kingdom ? If they 
who connive at Crimes are juftly cenſured 
to approve them, what is all this Silence, but 
an Approbation of all the unnatural Impie- 
ties which theſe Actors would have done 
to the Perſon repreſented. 

But let us paſs to the next Inſtance of his 
Paternal Merit, made out by the like Return 
of Duty in the younger Siſter. Did there a 
Day paſs, without ſome new Expreſſions of 
Love and Kindneſs to her : and not only in 
Viſits, and thoſe doubled, and in the Night 
too, upon her leaſt Indiſpofition ; but alſo 
in ſupplying all her profuſe Expences, upon 
the leaft Intimation, notwithſtanding his 
Frugality towards himſelf, and the great 
Charge he was at for the Publick* Nay, 
when her Husband deſerted him, and ſhe on 
the other fide, went Northward, to counte- 
nance the Rifing of the confederate Lords, a 
Perſon of Honour can tell what Words fell 
trom the King, for the Danger his dear Ch:1d, 
ſo he called her, expoſed her Health to ; and 
if ſhe ſhould miſcarry by ſuch a Journey, he 
ſhould be troubled as long as be lived. Was 
this a Father to be caft off, and abdicated, 
even with their natural Right to the Crown, 
in their Order? Was it a more honourable 
and happy State, to become the Orphan of 
the Peeple, as ſome in the Houſe j{yled her ? 

As to his being a good Maſter, I know not 
which fort of grateful Servants to begin with, 
The Biſhop of London, from a Cornet of 
Horſe, the Biſhop of H/inchefter from a Ca» 
ptainſhip ; the firft apoftatiſing to his Jack- 
Boots again, and for the ſecond, I defare him 
to remember the parting Words of his kind 
Maſter 3 My Lord, 1 fore/ee you will have cauſe 
to repent your Proceedings towards me, as T do 
of mine towards you. Words, one would think, 
might pierce an harder Heart than that of 
ſuch an old Cavalier. What ſhould I ſay of 
the Archbiſhop of Jork, rewarded fo highly 
for one fingle Act of Duty, fince he rcpen- 
ted fo ſoon of that ſhort-1iv'd Merit, 

Next for the Conftancy of his Favours, 
and even Friendſhip, where once conferrec ; 
it is notorious that it was his Undoing : T his 
made him deaf to all the Suggeſtions againſt 


the Contrivanee of his Son-in-Law, to = 
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that was offcred to be proved againſt thoſe of 
his Privy Contellors who now, in the ſame 
poſture, reap the Fruits of their Treachery 
and Iigratitule to him; and this made him 
lay afi.le ome who might bave becn otherwiſe 
extreamly u'etui to him, and take all the late 
Meatures which exa'pe:at:d the Chu:ch of 
E zg{:d, and were luggelted by thule who 
weie truſted by him, with a Dcfiga to ruin 
him. 

I ſh4ll not ſum up many I:iftinces, but con- 
tent my (e't with one, which 1 think 18 ſcarce 
to be parallel”d in Hiftory ; the conſcientions 
and religious Lord Churchill, Sec his Locter, 
and his Farewe!l-Kiſs fent therein to his be- 
traxed Maſter; Let that ſp:ak alowd what he 
owed, and what he payed. Cut as to his Pr.- 
tence of Religicn and Conſci :xce, give me 
leave to make uut that a little, tor his Lo. d- 
ſhip's ſake. 

He is a Fudas on both files. IT need not 
meition the Promile he had mate to betray 
his Maſter who created him, it that Term be 
proper for ſuch as are raiſed out of nvthing, 
and to deliver him vp. alive or dead ; nor the 
Plot he had laid toeffect his Treachery, un- 
(ler pretence of Kindnef: ; they are tco well 
known toned my Relition. Bit you woutd 
be perhaps aijtoriſh-d, if you knew not his 
Ten:per, thould 1 tell you he has, not many 
M ntis fiace, made Application to be recon- 
Cicd t» his old Maſter; and yet about the 
fam: time informed, he knew one that (aid 
there vere-an hundred Members in the Houſe 
of Commons Well-«viſhers to King James,

B :t that which ought to £'l all Mzn of Ho- 
nour, or even common Sente, with Indigna- 
tion is, that this m:-ft abuſed, moſt injured 
Prince has brought all theſe Miſc;zies upon him- 
ſelf by his Clemency and Goodnef; to his Ene- 
mics. The famous M-. Pry ingenuoufly con- 
fed to a Friend of mine, that if he had 
been ſentenced in King Charles I. his tune, to 
have loft his Head, inttead of his Eirs, it had 
been well tor the Kingdom : And I may ay, 
if King Fames's Szeptre had been made of I- 
ron, and laid more heavy on {oin- iacorrigible 
Subje&s3, we had not been now enflaved by 
the Deſtroyers of his Father, by the Canlpi- 
rators againl{t his Brother, the Afſociates of 
M-nmornrh and Argyle; neither-be nor we had 
been pligued with Hambdens, and Speaky, and 
K nes of H-arts, and the reft z who have made 
nv other uſe of his mild Government, but to 
ruin it. $» that this Clemency hath been his 
only Fault, avd th y have puniſhed him tor it, 
and given him cauſe at leiſnre to repent, and 
do Penance tor that G dlike Vertny, in the re- 
gretful Words of murther'd Ceſar, Myne has 
ſervo ſſ', ut cfſrne qui me perderene ? But he 
who has reaped the F. uits of their Treafons, 
h is begun to puniſh them, and will, no doubt, 
make them ſuffer all thoſe, and worſe Cala- 
mities, which their 1+ing Spi:it hypoc: itical- 
ly. foreboded from his mild and innocent Pre» 
deceffor.

We ſee who are removed from the 
Trea'ury. even the forwardeit in his Service z 
from his F.cet an Admiral; fume laying down 
the greateſt Places, others like to follow 3; and 
thoſe who now le:d the Van of his Favourites, 
have but little Afſurance that he will not dif- 
card them when they have don- his Dra 'ge-y, 
Th- important and effcntial Conſults and Re- 
ſolations are a'l managed by a few F. rcigners, 
in a ſecret Cabal of Dutch Men 3 of whom, 
that he miglit form a ſtanding Counci), nolefs 
than five Anibaſſaders came over from I 1d 
at once, whereas tkoſ: States never f{cnt avove 
two to any crownel Head in Chriſtendom ; 
with thee and Benting, and ſome of the co1- 
federate Lords who were with him in Hollard, 
(though theſe laſt very rarcly,) he concerted 
the Scheine and Mode! of his Gr verament.

Theſe are but PrivativeIntances of his de-

{t-ad, and thereby we ſhall ſce what his G9- 
vernment is like to be, being the laſt Act of 
our Tragedy, v/7. Abſojute and Arbitrary, 
without regard tv ancient Laws, or modecn 
ones, even of his own enacting. 

This, as horrid as it ſeems, will appear, I 
think, demonſtrative, from theſe followi:g

n:! we know the Ditch are ſpread, like Ly. 
Cults, over the whole Kingdom, and fecm to 
be the laſt defi zned for Ire/a d. 

3. The putting the high-1t offices of Triyt 
and Importance ito the Hand; of his own 
mercenary Foreigners, who hare no other In- 
tereſt, or Being but what depends on his Fuc« 
tune, like ſo many Baſhaws o: B'2!erbegs upon 
their Grand Sergneor 3, ſuch as Sch1:b-rpb and 
Huſn, B:nting, Solmes, &c, All theie, and 
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tion of Ireland, and ſubduing of Scotland; but 
their laſt Service and Reward will be the en- 
flaving of Erg/and, as was experienced by us 
in the Cromwellian Army, after the like fuc- 
ceſs in thoſe Countries. But we are not per 
mitted to ſtay ſo long ; for we ſee we are in 
a great degree enſlaved already, by the num- 
bers of foreign Troops we have at preſent, 
andit is becauſe of the Awe of thoſe, as it was 
of Cr-mwell's Army, that our Parliaments 
dre deny no Money, nor the making of any 
Laws which are for the ſecurity of the Ga» 
yeinment.

It muſt be the wonder of all ſucceeding

Put their Sovereign bid him read 
on; and when fyme agun beyan to have the 
mattcr d:-bated, he told them, bo was reſo/ved 
ugen it, arid fo fumething abruptly left them, 
I:ke Cyphers, to lock upon one arother, and 
fra-1heuſt nothing.

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Tt is to be preſumed he will not treat this 
Pariiam?nt better, afoo: as he hath got all 
the Money they will aff 5rd him, and have per- 
fected fuch Bills as will ſecure his Govern- 
ment, And it may be thereis not a greater [n- 
ſtance of Arbitrarine's in any King's Reign, 
than he hath ſhewn in his very Pardon, to fin» 
gle out ſome fitting Peers, who have confor- 
reed to his Government, {warn Allegiance to 
him, and have been neither impeached by the 
Commons, nor proceeded againſt by due 
courſe of Law tor any Crimes, {ome of which 
are guilty of nothing, but in acting in Com- 
mitlſion with others whom he hath pardoned, 
and one chargeable with nothing, but the ſen- 
Cing K. 7ames:'s Declaration into his Dioceſe, 
Which the moſt aged Pielite on that Bench, 
ard oihers, bat done with much mote ear- 
neftnefs; hereby, as much as in him lies, ex» 
pling them, go the Ralble, and impretitiag 
a Brand of Infamy upon them; a thing ex- 
ceeding the demanding the 5 Mzmbers by K. 
Charles, who dil it not till the Houſe had 
vated their Protect:cn, when he had exhibited 
Articles of High Treaſon againſt them. If 
be doe thzte things in the very Tifa cy of his 
Power, ag22inft thoſe who ſet him np, what 
may we expect from him, ſhoul.1 his Reign 
continue ? And fince the Nation hath (ufte- 
red {o much i213 Months, we have rea'on 
fire to with they may not be multip.iel upon 
us. 

T am confounded, I muſt confeſs, with 

1ozrour, to look onely back upon the Miſe- 
ries we have hitherto felt z but when I con- 
fider that Pandora's Box is but juft open'd, and 
view a long Train of War, Famine, Want, 
Bloud, and Confuſion, entailed vpon us and 
onr Poſterity, as long as this Man, or any de- 
ſcended from him, tha'!l poſſeſs the Throne, 
and ſee what a Gap is opened for every ambi- 
tious Perſon who can cajole the People to u- 
ſorp it : Theſe Conſiderations, Ifay, chill my 
Bluud in my Veins, and I cannot but lament 
my poor Countries Mistoriznes with deepett 
Sighs a'id Groans, 

It is to be hoped I am not alone, but that 
the Eyes of all ſecivg Men are opened by the 
Sm rt of what they feel; and I appeal to their 
Conſciences to judge which is moſt rea'ona- 
ble, or is likely to be moſt beneficial to us; 
To keep np a Government built upon the 
m-'ſt deſtructive Principles ta the Peace and 
Tranquillity of the Nation, that ever was con- 
trived by the mott p:raicious Machiavels in 
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the People z a Government raiſed by Parri- 
cide and U:urpation, entred into by V:olatie 
on of his own Declaration, ſupported by the 
Orerthrow of all our Laws Sacred and Civil, 
and the Perjury of the Nation, A Govern- 
mcnt under which we have ſuffe: ed all hither 
to related, to ſet up the D'1tch, our Rivals, 
upon our Ruine, and trom winch we have 
gained nothing of what we aimed at, ei- 
ther as to the Eitabiiſhment of our Reli- 
gion, or our Property ;, but on the con- 
trary, greater Animoſiries and Confuſion; a 
Goveznment which dii-cs furiouſly on arbi- 
trary Principles, and cannot long ſubfſt with- 
out breaking into that Tyranny we tuff.red 
under the Rump and Cromwell, Ina word, it 
has brought along with i! ail the Plagues we 
dreafed under others, and gives 13 notaing 
but the diſmal Profpect of all the M:sfortunes 
which can befall a Nation, which hath great- 
ly provoked G.d Almighty's Anger. 

I apppeal, I fay, to all trne Enghſhn PT 
Judgments, of what Peiſuation ſozver 1 Re- 
l12ion, whether it wil! be more to our Tat:reſt 
in this World and the next, to {1pport this 
Government, or to return to our known Dys 
ty, and call back cur lawtull King, who nas 
ſhewn himſelf upon all occaftins a lover” of 
his People, an Enc.urager of Trade, a D-firer 
of true Liberty to tender Conſciences, an H1- 
ter of all Injuſtice, and a true Father to his 
Countrey. 

He alone can reſtore us to onr for mer Tran- 
quillity and Peace, and is itudying how todo 
it, He alone can hea! all our Breaches, art 
unite our Diſſentions, and for his Endeavors 
in this he ſuffers. He alone can reſtore us to 
our flonriſhing Trade, and onr Enemies know 
and tear it. He alone can prevent: all impen- 
ding Mieries, and make us happy, it w- will 
our ſelves; and the Recalling him is the only 
means left us to effect it, 

If we recall him not, it is morally certain 
he will be reftored by another hand: For Gd 
will not let ſuch Wickedne's go unpuniſhed. 
But I dare pawn my Svul he is more deft ovs 
to return by the goodwill of his People, than 
our preſent Miſter is ambitious to govern by 
the Powe? of Strangers. And we may b- well 
aſſured, that by our Kin'gs R:turn, laſting 
Peace, with all the advantages of it, will mere 
eſpecially be reſtored in one month, than all 
the Power and Contrivance of this Govern= 
ment can doe in 20 year, if tor a (courge to 
theſe Nations God Almighty permit him and 
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
